White Man Fights Negro Woman On Montgomery Bus 

In Montgomery, Ala., the first racial row on city busses 
reported in months flared when a 31-year-old white man 
demanded that a Negro woman, sitting midway the vehi- 
cle, surrender her seat to him and move to the rear after 
he gave his own seat to a white woman in the front of 
the bus. Josephine Boldin, 19, told police James E. Grice, 
Jr., cursed her and ordered her to move, then hit her with 
a wrench when she refused. Grice charged Miss Boldin 
slapped him when he asked her to move to the rear so he 
could sit down. Grice, Miss Boldin and two Negro women 
who came to her aid were charged with assault and bat- 
tery and released on bond. 


Texas Prisoner Dies; Leaves $24,980 Estate 

In San Antonio, a Negro soldier who died in the Texas 
State Prison after serving 11 years of a 35-year rape sen- 
tence, left a $24,980 estate, which he accumulated from a 
$209 monthly Army disability pension while in prison. 
Edward Wells, who died of a brain hemorrhage, was con- 
victed in 1946 of raping a WAC stationed at Kelly Air 
Force Base near San Antonio. 
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Miamian Accuses White Bus Driver Oi Assault 

In Miami, 20-year-old Charles Nesbitt filed assault and 
battery charges against white bus driver Elmer M. Post, 
47, in which he accused the driver of gashing his face with 
a money-changer when he refused to move to the rear of 
the bus. Nesbitt said the fight started after he asked the 
driver: “Do I look like a Negro to you?” When Post 
answered “yes,” Nesbitt said he retorted “As far as I know 
you could be a Negro yourself.” Nesbitt admitted he delib- 
erately made three 70-block trips, on which he sat directly 
behind the driver, because “a few nasty remarks from 
some white passengers made me mad.” 


Tenn. Youth, 13, Gets $5,000 For Car Injury 

A 13-year-old Millington, Tenn., youth received $5,000 
from an automobile insurance firm for injuries suffered 
when he was struck by a car operated by a 17-year-old 
driver last August. Q. Z. Grant was granted the sum in 
a Circuit Court judgment against Solon A. Woodard, who 
was driving his father’s car.

THE NEGRO WHO POSED AS HITLER 
PASTOR’S POSE NETS $10.000 


As a master swindler, 
whose pose as Adolf 
Hitler netted him $10,000 
from a Tennessee white 
man, and $1,000 from a 
Negro victim, Rev. Will 
Henry Johnson pulled off 
one of the best bam- 
boozles in years. Seizing 
on newspaper reports 
that Hitler was alive in 
the southeastern Ken- 
tucky mountains, the 
Middleboro, Ky., minis- 
ter not only assumed the 
identity of the former

It was no ordinary hoax. Said the government, John- 
son had: 1) declared in writing that he was the ex- 
German ruler, his mistress Eva Braun and Field Marshal 
Kesselring; 2) written 64 letters to the Bristol, Tenn., 
white man from 1949 to 1956, claiming he was setting up 
a “new kingdom” from his mountain hideaway. 

Huber rose to the bait, drained his personal treasury 
to finance such fanciful things as an underground tunnel 
to Washington, invisible space ships, and mythical medi- 
cal care for the ailing Hitler. In addition, he sold his 
Florida acreage for nearly $5,000 and endorsed the checks 
over to Johnson on the promise he would be made “Fur- 
rier Number 2.” Brown was equally faithful; sent Johnson 
from $5 to $20 weekly for nearly five years after being 
told that he would be governor over a “large territory at 
an undisclosed salary,” and he “would have a German

If the government’s 
case was surprising to 
the jury (including one 
Negro), Johnson’s de- 
fense was even more so 
—and entertaining as 
well. The minister swore 
he was no hoaxer at all. 
Ten years ago he had 
met Huber and two of 
Huber’s cousins. The 
cousins unveiled plans 
for the return of the 
Nazis, and he (Johnson) 
realized he could string 
along, complete with se- 
cret service badge and i. ee. “1 
fingerprint kit, then Real Hitler, who died in Berlin 
smash the spy ring at Bunker, would be 68 now. 
the proper moment. But his moment never came. 

While Johnson was gathering evidence by the brainful 
(and money by the bagful) Huber died penniless. Huber’s 
landlord found Johnson’s letters to “the Furrier Number 
2” and turned them over to Postal authorities. The gov- 
ernment nabbed their Negro Nazi at the Western Union 
office with three marked five spots sent by a Cincinnati 
Postal official. 

Captured, Johnson confessed all, and in an expansive 
mood declared: “If these fellows (Huber and Brown) 
were sucker enough to send me money, I certainly was 
smart enough to spend it.. Personally,” he added, “I think 
you’re locking up the wrong man. Anyone who would 
fall for a gag like that has no business on the streets. 
Huber, Brown and this fellow Rogers (the Postal official 
whose letters and money orders tripped Hitler) are the

But brought to trial, Johnson reneged on his confes- 
sion; pleaded not guilty. For a defense, he spun his yarn | 
about the Secret Service and got some surprising help 
from the hod carrier. Brown not only crossed up the 
prosecution by spending two nights with the pastor be- 
fore the trial, but took the stand to declare he had gotten 
all of his money back. When first interviewed by Federal 
officers, Brown was clad in worn sneakers, tattered shirt 
and pants, had eaten only one can of beans all day, and 
had eight cents in his pocket after sending Johnson $20

Languishing in jail 
at London, Ky., 63- 
year-old Rev. John- 
son, alias Hitler, con- 
tinued to insist on his 
innocence. Wrapping 
a heavily calloused 
hand around his Bi- 
ble, and stringing out 
a list of Baptist 
churches he has pas- 
tored in Virginia, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, 
the preacher admit- 
ted that indeed, he 
may have claimed to 
be Hitler and gotten 
$11,000 in the bargain,

Missouri Handyman Leaves $100,000 Estate 

An 88-year-old St. Joseph (Mo.), hotel handyman, who 
allegedly saved 98 cents out of every dollar he earned, died 
with an estate of over $100,000. Clayton Elmer Peterson 
“retired” 28 years ago but continued working until his 
death despite an accumulated fortune earned from stock 
market killings and a variety of odd jobs including work 
as a barber, waiter, plasterer, bricklayer and an oil com- 
pany salesman. Because he left no will, the fortune will 
go to his two sons, Carl of San Pedro, Calif., and Clark 
of Balboa, Canal Zone. 


Appeal Bias Case Against Birmingham RR Terminal 

A Birmingham couple, whose arrest in the white waiting 
room of the railroad station brought charges which were 
later dropped by the city, appealed their bias case to the 
U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals. The case had been dis- 
missed by U. S. District Judge Seybourn Lynne, who said

Kansas Masonic Official Accused Of Embezzling 
The grand secretary of Kansas’ Prince Hall Masonic

Find ‘Negro’ Blood In 21% Of U. S. Whites 

The startling fact that more than 21 per cent of the 
Americans classified as white have “Negro” blood was 
disclosed by an Ohio State University researcher, who 
added that in less than two generations, more than 
half the people classified as white will have some 
African ancestry. Dr. Robert P. Stuckert, graduate 
instructor of sociology, said: “The belief in the ra- 
cial uniformity of an individual’s ancestor may be the 
basic myth of the white man’s past.” 
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Oklahoma NAACP Days Proclaimed By Governor 

For the first time in Oklahoma history, two days—April 
26 and 27—were designated as official NAACP days by 
Gov. Raymond Gary. Issued in conjunction with an 
NAACP Youth Workshop conference to be held in Okla- 
homa City, the governor’s proclamation stated: “We must 
look to our young people for better understanding be- 
tween people of different races.” The proclamation also 
stressed the importance of developing “a climate of tol- 
erance to help eliminate prejudices in the minds of 
peoples of all races.” 


First Negroes Elected To Offices In Chicago Suburb 

In North Chicago, Ill., two Negroes, Brice Pullum and 
Marion Graves, were elected aldermen from the newly- 
created Sixth Ward and became the first Negroes ever 
elected to office in the history of the Chicago suburb. 


Yesterday In Negro History 

April 27, 1951—Roscoe Conkling Simmons, orator, 
writer and Republican Party leader, died in Chi- 
cago at the age of 75. Simmons was the friend and 
confidant of three Presidents, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Warren Harding and Herbert Hoover. 

April 27, 1955—William Mitchell, general council of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, assured the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Government Contracts that 
racial and religious discrimination in government 
contract employment had 
been eliminated. 

April 30, 1953—Representa- 
tives from Jamaica, Trini- 
dad, Barbadoes and the 
Leeward and Windward 
Islands agreed to set up a 
British Caribbean federa- 
tion. The meeting was held 
in London at the invita- 
tion of the British govern- 
ment. Roscoe C. Simmons

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Accused Of Incest, Texas Man Burns Self To Death 

A 36-year-old Houston laborer, suspected of making ad- 
vances toward his 13 and 18-year-old daughters, burned 
himself to death rather than face a grand jury investiga- 
tion on charges of incest. The older daughter gave police 
a signed statement saying her father, Fred Garner, com- 
mitted the sex acts at least once a week with her. She 
said that he asked her to get her sister to take part in the 
acts. The younger girl told her mother. Garner set fire 
to himself and the interior of the family’s five-room house 
eight days after the investigation began. 


Throws Lye In Husband’s Face, Gets Year In Jail 

A jealous Washington, D. C., wife who drenched her hus- 
band’s face with a concoction of lye and strychnine be- 
cause he was “always bragging about all the women who 
love him,” was sentenced to a year in jail. Mrs. Esther 
Brown, 39, told police she mixed the strychnine with the 
lye, hoping her husband, Alexie, 56, “would open his mouth 
and swallow some of the poison.” Brown, smiling through 
heavy bandages, told the judge: “She has been trying to 
do me in before. This isn’t the first time.” 





Clevelander Turns Tables On Wife’s Lawyer 

A hotel washroom attendant, Van C. Dillard, 
hauled into a Cleveland court to answer charges 
that he was $1,600 in arrears on $75 monthly ali- 
mony payments to his former wife, Lucille, had a 
convincing answer to her lawyer’s charge that he 
“makes more money in tips than he admits.” Dil- 
lard, to illustrate how bad his washroom business 
was, told the court the lawyer, Peter E. Klein, “came 
in, washed his hands, used a towel and didn’t even 
give me a dime tip.” Atty. Klein claimed he had 
actually gone to the washroom to see if Dillard was 
still working there. He is seeking a reassignment of 
the case. 
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Woman Fined In La. State University Morals Case 

A 20-year-old woman was ordered to pay a $50 court 
fine or serve 30 days in jail for practicing prostitution 
in the all-white Theta Xi Fraternity House on the 
Louisiana State University campus in Baton Rouge. Flor- 
ence Hawkins received the sentence in District Court fol- 
lowing her arrest last November when two students were 
expelled and eight others suspended after a cab driver 
arranged a fraternity house meeting between the woman 
and the students. 


Md. Prof Gets Divorce, Wife To See Psychiatrist 
A Baltimore Circuit Court judge granted Morgan State 
College professor Eugene Stanley a divorce from his wife, 
ex-teacher Marseille Stanley, and ordered her to consult 
a psychiatrist. Stanley charged his wife incurred heavy 
indebtedness—including charging $1,006 in clothes which 
forced him to make loans to clear the accounts. Mrs. 
Stanley was given custody of their two children and her 
husband was ordered to pay $45 every two weeks for their 
support.

marriage, yet often returned home with “expensive gifts 
and clothes,” and 3) twin-sister Betty seemed to have a 
“bad influence” on Beverly. 

In San Diego, aircraft worker Don Jones was busy 
taking care of the couple’s two-year-old son, Byron, of 
whom he has had custody during a year and a half sepa- 
ration from Beverly. Said Jones, “I’ve told my ex-wife that 
all I want from her is to leave us alone. We’re happy.” 

Beverly and Betty were happy, too; the judge gave Bev- 
erly her divorce. 
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' Md. Race Law, 242 Years Old, Voided 


A 242-year-old Maryland law that made it a crime for a 
white woman to bear a child fathered by a Negro was 
declared unconstitutional by Baltimore Criminal Court 
Judge H. Emory Niles on grounds that it discriminates 
against Negroes. His decision stemmed from the case of 
a 20-year-old white woman, Shirley Ann Howard, who was 
the first person ever prosecuted under the law after she 
had appealed to a domestic relations court to force her 
baby’s father, a married man, to support the child. Judge 
Niles ruled the law was obsolete, too vague to be enforce- 
able because it did not define “white woman,” “Negro” 
and “mulatto,” and invaded the defendant’s civil rights. 


Philly Mother Admits 4 Children Not Husband’s 

A married woman who frankly testified in Philadelphia 
Municipal Court that her four children were fathered by 
a highly-respected local electronics expert and not her 
estranged husband sought an order to have him pay ad- 
ditional support fees. Mrs. Juanita Penn was told by 
Judge Felix Pierkarski that Nathan Jones was already 
meeting his obligations to her after Jones produced proof 
that he was spending $42 a month for Mrs. Penn’s rent 
and paid food, clothing and hospital bills for the chil- 
dren, ranging in age from nine to one. Earlier, Mrs. Penn 
revealed she did not know of her husband’s whereabouts. 
Detroit Hubby Jailed, Shot Wife, Girl Friend 

A 39-year-old Detroiter who forced his estranged wife 
to accompany him to the home of his girl friend, where 
he told her: “I am going to kill you because you have a 
smart lawyer and I am going to kill Mildred (the girl 
friend) because she got between us,” was sentenced to 
three-to-10 years in Jackson Prison for shooting them 
both. Police said Harvey Johnson seriously wounded his 
wife, Grace, 28, in the chest and forearm, and his 26-year- 
old sweetheart, Mildred McCray in the body, head, fore- 
arm and chest. Johnson had left his wife in 1955, signed 
his equity in their home over to her and moved in with 
Miss McCray. He returned to his home, but left again in 
October, 1956, and his wife began divorce proceedings.

Ghana Invites 8 African Nations To Conference 





Prime Minister Kwame Nkrumah of Ghana invited | 


representatives of eight independent African states—in- 
cluding Ethiopia, Liberia, Egypt, Libya, Sudan, Morocco, 
South Africa and Tunisia—to a conference to be held at 
Accra in October. Nkrumah suggested the meeting to 
informally discuss foreign policy and exchange views on 
economic cooperation. Meanwhile, the government of 
Ghana suspended the Accra City Council, appointed a Na- 
tional Government representative to take charge tempo- 
rarily of the capital’s municipal affairs. 


Ghana To Withdraw Commemorative Stamp Series 

Stamps issued in commemoration of Ghana indepen- 
dence will be withdrawn June 5 and the former Gold 
Coast issues will serve until a new permanent Ghana 
series is issued next year, the ministry of communica- 
tions announced in Accra.

An exhibition of Liberia’s mineral and agricultural 
products is on display at the World’s Trade Fair at the 
New York Coliseum, marking the first appearance of the 
African republic in a major U. S. trade show. Seeking 
new trade outlets in the U. S. as well as additional Ameri- 
can investment capital to push the development of its 
natural resources, Liberia is displaying iron ore, gem and 
industrial diamonds, rubber, coffee, cocoa, bananas, pias- 
sava, palm oil and lumber. 


British Group Organizes To Fight Race Bias 

In London, the National Council against Racial Dis- 
crimination was organized to fight the local color bar and 
became the first group of its kind ever established in Brit- 
ain. The council hopes to promote racial equality in hous- 
ing, hotel and restaurant accommodations and in all fields 
of employment and education.

though authorities have already expelled one son, Nicky, 
nine, and threatened to dismiss another, Teddy, 14, in 
Wellington, Va. Mrs. Defebio said she refused to sign the 
applications because she “knew their purpose was to cir- 
cumvent the Supreme Court school integration decision” 
and added: “I object to being pressured by the South into 
going along with their views.” A Washington, D. C., taxi- 
driver with a degree from Smith College, Mrs. Defebio said 
she intended to take the case to the Supreme Court if 
necessary. She said: “If they can assign children on a 
basis of race, they can do so on the basis of family or 
income.” 


Duke University Law Students Ask Integration 

Law school students at Duke University in Durham, 
N. C., voted 37 to 30 in favor of a resolution asking the 
university to “discontinue discriminatory practices” in all 
schools and colleges and to omit any reference to race, 
creed or color in applications for admission. The reso- 
lution adopted by the Duke Bar Assoc. was similar to 
previous proposals passed by the Woman’s College and 
Divinity School at Duke. 


Dixie Sociologists Rebuke Forced Segregation 

Two Deep South sociologists declared that social peace 
cannot be achieved in the U. S. until compulsory segrega- 
tion by law is abolished. Addressing the Southern Socio- 
logical Society meeting in Atlanta, Dr. Forrest LaViolette, 
who prepared the statement along with his Tulane Uni- 
versity colleague, Dr. John Fenton, declared: “The obvious 
national trend is toward integration of public schools... 
The Negro has been integrated geographically, politically 
and socio-economically into the national community. Seg- 
regation is no longer a natural social order as it was in 
1896.”

Despite segregation, Negro colleges will exist in their 
present form at least until the end of the 20th Century, 
according to Cleveland Press Editor Louis B. Seltzer, who 
addressed the opening New York meeting of the United 
Negro College Fund’s 1957 drive to raise $2 million. “In a 
country of shrinking manpower, expanding opportunities 
and complicated societies, it is urgent that Negro colleges 
get the maximum support from the people who have the 
money,” Seltzer said.

State Group Probes FAMU Business Department 

The State Board of Control appointed a three-man com- 
mittee to investigate the business department of Florida 
A. and M. University in Tallahassee after a board member 
charged that an audit report showed “negligence, incom- 
petence or dishonesty” in the school’s finances. President 
George W. Gore told the committee that confusion in the 
department was due to a change in personnel several 
times during the past four years. However, some observers 
said the criticism of board member Fred H. Kent, of Jack- 
sonville, was a publicity stunt designed to win a reappoint- 
ment to the board for another four years. Kent’s term 
expires June 30. 


Dr. Cobb Ist Negro To Head Anthropologists 

Dr. W. Montague Cobb, head of Howard University’s 
department of anatomy, was unanimously elected presi- 
dent of the American Assoc. of Physical Anthropologists 
and became the first Negro to head the National scientific 
organization. The association, which held its 26th annual 
meeting at the University of Michigan in Ann Arbor, is 
composed of 450 members in the United States and foreign 
countries. 


Dr. Mays Debunks ‘Red Help’ In Integration 

Dr. Benjamin Mays, president of Atlanta’s Morehouse 
College, ridiculed the idea that Communists were behind 
the wave of integration which swept the South last year. 
“Don’t give the Communists credit for that .. . they had 
nothing to do with it,” said Dr. Mays during a speech in 
Omaha. “The Negro people feel that they are fighting for 
the same flag, worship the same God, speak the same lan- 
guage and that there should be no segregation based on 
the color of a man’s skin,” added the 61-year-old educator. 


E. St. Louis Physician First To Head School Board 

Dr. Arthur M. Jackson Jr., a physician, was unanimously 
elected president of the East St. Louis Board of Education 
and became the first Negro to ever serve as board presi- 
dent. Dr. Jackson, beginning his second three-year term, 
succeeds Charles W. Hook as president.

Federal Court Knocks Out La. College Bias Law 

A Louisiana law which sought to halt enrollment of 
Negroes in white colleges by requiring enrollees to have 
“good character” certificates of eligibility signed by 


parish (county) school officials, was declared unconstitu. ; 


tional by the Federal District Court in New Orleans, 
Negro college students and their lawyers attacked the 
law because a companion statute made it a criminal of. 
fense for a public school official to sign such certificates 
for Negroes seeking admission to white colleges. The same 
court earlier issued temporary injunctions against Louisi- 
ana State University, McNeese State College, Southeastern 
Louisiana College and Southwestern Louisiana Institute 
making possible the enrollment of about 100 Negroes.

Dr. M. Wharton Young, Howard University anatomy 
professor who was scheduled to deliver a scientific paper 
at the American Association of Anatomists meeting in 
Baltimore, boycotted the conference because of the city’s 
segregated hotels. Dr. Frank Figge, co-ordinator of the 
meeting, said he opposed a resolution submitted to limit 
association meetings to cities with integrated hotels be- 
cause although five or six Negro members would benefit, 
some 300 other anatomists would be inconvenienced.

Find Copy Of 1863 Negro Paper In Cincinnati 

The first issue of The Colored Citizen, dated Nov. 7, 
1863, was found at the University of Cincinnati and is be- 
lieved to be the only copy in existence. The Citizen, found 
by two geology students in a box in the campus museum, 
was published from 1863 to 1869 by Cincinnati Negroes to 
give news of direct interest to the city’s Negro population. 
Described as a “rare and historical treasure,” the weekly 
urged the city’s colored people and those of Ohio to vol- 
unteer in the armed forces in defense of the union. It 
sold for five cents. The only other issue of the paper, 
dated March 19, 1866, is the property of the Worcester 
(Mass.) American Antiquarian Society.

Following are two interesting cases in race rela- 
tions: 

Case No. 1, entitled “What Happens When the 
Tail Wags the Dog?”, involves the Texas League: 
This league extends through Oklahoma, Texas 
and Louisiana, and most clubs include Negroes. 
Because of a Jim Crow sports law in Louisiana, 
however, these players must sit out all games at 
Shreveport. Thus, inversely, Shreveport has be- 
come the league’s most powerful member. League 
officials have done nothing, except to pass an 
innocuous rule which allows teams with Negro 
players to carry a spare Caucasian for use in 
Shreveport. League President Dick Butler re- 
fuses to take a strong stand on the issue. In- 
stead, he counters all complaints with this bland 
rejoinder: “If you can come up with a better 
solution, I’d be happy to have it.” Negro players 
can like it or lump it! 

Now hear Case No. 2, entitled “What Happens 
When the Dog Wags the Tail?”, involving the Uni- 
versity of Southern California track team: The team 
was scheduled for a pentagonal meet at Dallas, 
Texas. C. R. Roberts, famed Negro gridder, is a mem- 
ber of the squad. He isn’t the star in track he is on 
the gridiron, but his teammates informed their 
coach that they weren’t going to Dallas unless all of 
them could live in the same hotel. Texas people said 
it couldn’t be arranged. The team insisted it had to 
be arranged—or else. Coach Jess Mortensen in- 
formed the Texans: “We’re not coming without 
Roberts.” Result: the Texans arranged to house the 
entire USC squad at Grand Prairie, a suburb of 
Dallas.

A 45-year-old Philadelphia woman whose 29-year-old son 
cursed and told her he didn’t want her to eat dinner with 
himself and his sweetheart, stabbed her son to death, 
threw the death knife onto a railway track in back of 
the house and calmly called police. Mrs. Blanche Scar- 
borough reportedly snatched up a kitchen knife during 
the argument with her son, James P. Brown, and plunged 
the instrument into his chest.

Grandmother Says Rats Killed Baltimore Baby 

In Baltimore, the mutilated body of a six-month- 
old baby girl was found in a bureau drawer that was 
used as the baby’s crib.

Manns, she said: “I knew the rats had been eating 
on her ...I knew she was dead.” However, the 
state medical examiner listed the baby’s cause of 
death as an ear ailment.
